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Former US senator Jim Webb 
announces run for president

WASHINGTON (AP) — For¬ 
mer U.S. senator Jim Webb 
announced his presidential 
campaign on Thursday, 
opening a long-shot bid 
against Hillary Rodham 
Clinton and a field of Dem¬ 
ocratic rivals for the party’s 
2016 nomination. 

Webb, 69, a decorated 
Vietnam veteran and a 
former top Navy official, is 
expected to focus his cam¬ 
paign on helping working- 
class Americans compete 
in the economy, tackling 
campaign finance reform 
and preventing the U.S. 
from getting involved in 
foreign entanglements like 
Iraq and Afghanistan. 
Webb acknowledged he 
would face major hurdles 
but vowed to bring an out¬ 
sider’s voice to the 2016 
race. 

“I understand the odds, 
particularly in today’s politi¬ 
cal climate, where fair de¬ 
bate is so often drowned 
out by huge sums of mon¬ 
ey. I know that more than 
one candidate in this pro¬ 
cess intends to raise at least 
a billion dollars,” Webb said 
in a statement. But “We 
need to shake the hold of 
these shadow elites on our 
political process." 


Webb's opposition to the 
Iraq War — his son Jimmy 
served in the conflict — 
played a central role in his 
surprise Senate election in 
2006 against a Republican 
challenger. 

While he chose not to seek 
re-election after one term, 
his military and foreign 
policy credentials could al¬ 
low him to become a de¬ 
bate stage foil to Clinton, 
who served as President 
Barack Obama’s secretary 
of state. 

Webb has said U.S. foreign 
policy has been “adrift" 
since the end of the Cold 
War and called for a new 
foreign policy doctrine that 
would outline the circum¬ 
stances in which the U.S. 
would use military force. 

A graduate of the U.S. 
Naval Academy, Webb 
served as a company com¬ 
mander in Vietnam and 
later wrote an acclaimed 
novel, “Fields of Fire," 
about the war. At the end 
of the war, Webb became 
a Republican, worked in 
the Defense Department 
and served as Navy secre¬ 
tary at the end of the Rea¬ 
gan administration. 

But he opposed President 
George W. Bush’s decision 
to invade Iraq in 2003.Q

WASHINGTON (AP) — In¬ 
vestigators found no evi¬ 
dence of a shooting after 
a key Navy site in the U.S. 
capital went on lockdown 
Thursday because some¬ 
one reported shots fired in 
the same building where a 
gunman killed 12 workers in 
a rampage two years ago. 
Police said a woman called 
from inside a Washington 
Navy Yard building, locat¬ 
ed less than 2 miles (3 kilo¬ 
meters) from the Capitol, to 
report that she might have 
heard sounds of gunshots 
early in the morning. How¬ 
ever, investigators found no 
sign of a shooting, a shoot¬ 
er or anyone injured. No ar¬ 
rests have been made and 
no weapons were found, 
officials said. 


“There is no evidence of 
any victims today,” District 
of Columbia Mayor Muriel 
Bowser said. 

Navy security saw surveil¬ 
lance video of two people 
jumping the fence in the 
vicinity of the building a 
couple of minutes before 
the report of gunfire, ac¬ 
cording to officials. Secu¬ 
rity found no one inside the 
building. 

Officials do not believe the 
report was a hoax, D.C. po¬ 
lice Chief Cathy Lanier told 
reporters. Investigators in¬ 
terviewed the woman who 
made the call, Lanier said, 
and she did exactly as au¬ 
thorities regularly tell peo¬ 
ple: Report anything you 
think may be suspicious. 
The alert triggered a large 
response in keeping with 
protocols established after 
the 2013 massacre. □

Obama’s counterterrorism policy facing mounting criticism

WASHINGTON (AP) — At 

the CIA’s Counterterrorism 
Center, it was a cause for 
celebration: Meticulous in¬ 
telligence analysis backed 
by Hellfire missiles had paid 
off, once again. 

The CIA launched a drone 
strike last month on a Ye¬ 
meni beach at three men 
it determined were al-Qa- 
ida militants. One of fhem 
turned out to be Nasser 
al-Wahishi, about as im¬ 
portant a figure as agency 
man-hunters could hope 
to eliminate. He had been 
both al-Qaida’s second in 


command and the leader 
of the group’s dangerous 
Yemeni affiliate. 

American officials touted 
the death as a big victory. 
But did the demise of an¬ 
other senior extremist, the 
latest in a long line to be 
taken off the battlefield, 
make the United States 
and its allies any safer? 

To many experts, includ¬ 
ing a growing number of 
former Obama adminis¬ 
tration national security 
advisers, that proposition is 
less convincing by the day. 
With al-Qaida and the Is¬ 
lamic State group enjoying 
safe havens across parts 


of Yemen, Syria and Iraq, 
and with terror attacks on 
the rise worldwide, doubts 
are growing about the ef¬ 
fectiveness and sustain¬ 
ability of the administra¬ 
tion's "light footprint” strat¬ 
egy against global extrem¬ 
ist movements. A template 
predicated on training 
local forces and bombing 
terrorists from the air is ac¬ 
tually making the situation 
worse, some say. Many are 
arguing for deeper U.S. in¬ 
volvement, if not with reg¬ 
ular ground troops, then 
at least with elite advisers 
and commandos taking 
more risks in more places.

“Drone strikes are not cre¬ 
ating a safer, more stable 
world,” said David Sedney, 
who resigned in 2013 as 
deputy assistant secretary 
of defense for Afghanistan 
and Pakistan. And neither 
is the limited bombing 
campaign the Pentagon is 
running against the Islamic 
State group in Iraq and Syr¬ 
ia. Both are creating new 
enemies, he added, with¬ 
out a plan to defeat them. 
On Thursday, the Penta¬ 
gon announced that a 
June 16 air strike had killed 
Tariq bin Tahar al-’Awni 
al-Harzi, an Islamic State 
group leader who had fa¬ 
cilitated suicide bombings. 
“His death will impact ISIL’s 
ability to integrate foreign 
terrorist fighters into the Syr¬ 
ian and Iraqi fight,” military 
spokesman Capt. Jeff Da¬ 
vis said. 

But for how long, critics 
are wondering, includ¬ 
ing former Defense Intel¬ 
ligence Agency chief Mi¬ 
chael Flynn, who accuses 


the administration for 
which he once worked of 
“policy confusion.” Former 
Army deputy chief Lt. Gen. 
Richard Zahner says the 
Obama administration’s 
policy of “benign neglect” 
toward strife-torn Yemen 
and Syria has ensured the 
existence of terrorist safe 
havens there for both al- 
Qaida and Islamic State 
militants. 

Even Michele Flournoy, 
the former undersecretary 
of defense for policy who 
was the president’s first 
choice to replace Chuck 
Hagel as defense secre¬ 
tary, wrote last month that 
the U.S. effort against the 
Islamic State is “faltering,” 
and urged a more robust 
approach. 

“U.S. counterterrorism 
policy has caused some 
intense backlash and has 
had a lot of unintended 
consequences,” said Rosa

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$18.7B deal clears path for BP to close books on Gulf spill

NEW ORLEANS (AP) — Trying 
to close the books on the 
worst offshore oil spill in U.S. 
history, BP agreed Thursday 
to provide billions of dollars 
in new money to five Gulf 
Coast states in a deal the 
company said would bring 
its full obligations to an esti¬ 
mated $53.8 billion. 

Federal and state govern¬ 
ment officials touted the 


record-breaking $18.7 bil¬ 
lion agreement as a historic 
milestone in the Gulf Coast's 
recovery. The Deepwater 
Horizon disaster killed 11 rig 
workers and spewed mil¬ 
lions of gallons of crude that 
stained beaches, coated 
wildlife and polluted marsh¬ 
es. 

BP also gets a valuable re¬ 
turn: Much of the payments, 
to be made over the next 18 
years, could be tax-deduct¬ 
ible. And by finally providing 
shareholders with a clearer 


cost picture, the London- 
based oil giant will be freer 
to embark on new ventures. 
“This allows us to manage BP 
as an oil company,” BP CEO 
Bob Dudley said during a 
conference call. He said BP 
could launch as many as 20 
major new projects by 2020, 
depending on oil prices. 

The Justice Department 
said Thursday's agreement 
would be the largest envi¬ 
ronmental settlement in U.S. 
history as well as the largest- 
ever civil settlement with a 
single entity. Civil claims by 
the five Gulf states and the 
federal government were, 
by far, the largest unre¬ 
solved piece of BP's finan¬ 
cial obligations for the spill. 
BP's total spill-related cost 
estimate also includes 
roughly $29 billion on re¬ 
sponse and cleanup ex¬ 
penses and compensation 
for Gulf Coast business¬ 
es and residents. 

“It’s time for the company to 
move on," said Brian Young- 
berg, an energy analyst for 
Edward Jones. "It's definite¬ 
ly a win for BP. No company 
can really do well when you 
have such a big litigation is¬ 
sue hanging over it.” 
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In 2012, BP reached a similar 
settlement agreement with 
private attorneys for busi¬ 
nesses and residents who 
claim the spill cost them 
money. That deal, which 
didn’t have a cap, led to a 
protracted court battle over 
subsequent payouts to busi¬ 
nesses. A court-supervised 
claims administrator is still 
processing many of these 
claims. 

The broad outlines of the 
deal were described in 
Thursday’s court filing, but a 
confidentiality order is keep¬ 
ing the fine print under seal. 
Eventually, there will be a 
public comment period 
on the agreement's merits 
before a federal judge de¬ 
cides whether to accept 
it, the Justice Department 
said. U.S. District Judge Carl 


Barbier, who presided over 
a three-phased trial, already 
found BP grossly negligent in 
the nearly 134 million-gallon 
spill. 

While analysts praised the 
announcement, some envi¬ 
ronmental advocates com¬ 
plained that government 
officials should have held 
out for more money. 

“If the court approves this 
proposal, BP will be get¬ 
ting off easy and ‘we the 
people' will not be fully 
compensated for the natu¬ 
ral resource damages that 
we suffered, and the law 
requires that the public is 
made whole for those dam¬ 
ages," said Jacqueline Sav- 
itz, U.S. vice president for 
Oceana, a group dedicat¬ 
ed to protecting the world's 
oceans. □ 
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Witness: Man killed by police told officers ‘shoot me’

SPOKANE, Wash. (AP) — 

The man was angry. He 
threw rocks and scuffled 
with police. He yelled at 
them to “shoot me, kill 
me," before three officers 
opened fire, according 
to witnesses to the fatal 
shooting of the unarmed 
Mexican immigrant. The 
shooting sparked weeks of 
protest. 

Authorities investigating the 
Feb. 10 death of Antonio 
Zambrano-Montes in Pasco 
on Wednesday released 
audio files of interviews with 
witnesses, as well as video. 
A prosecutor is deciding 
whether the three officers 
who shot Zambrano-Mon¬ 
tes should face criminal 


charges, a process likely to 
take months. 

Two witnesses said Zambra¬ 
no-Montes told officers to 
shoot him. 

Witness Miguel Estrada said 
he saw Zambrano-Mon¬ 
tes throw rocks at officers, 
then run away. In the files 
released by authorities, 
Estrada said Zambrano- 
Montes screamed: “'If you 
are gonna shoot me, shoot 
me.’” 

Another witness, Chris Pirtle, 
also told authorities that 
Zambrano-Montes dared 
officers to shoot. 

“He kept on throwing the 
rocks, and the cop was tell¬ 
ing him, ‘Hey, put down the 
rock,"’ Pirtle said. 
Zambrano-Montes — who 
toxicology tests showed 
had a large amount of 


methamphetamine in his 
system — didn’t comply, 
witnesses said. 

“He just kept telling him, 
‘Shoot me, kill me,'" Pirtle 
said. 

In one audio file, witness 
Benjamin Patrick told inves¬ 
tigators he yelled at officers 
after the man was shot. 
“Why did you just shoot 
him?” Patrick said he shout¬ 
ed. “He was trying to get 
away. What are you guys 
doing?” 

Patrick later said during 
questioning he wanted to 
apologize to the officers for 
his outburst. He did not ex¬ 
plain why. 

Authorities say the 35-year- 
old Zambrano-Montes had 
been throwing rocks at 
passing motorists and po¬ 
lice, and a stun gun failed 
to subdue him before he 
was shot. 

Cellphone video showed 
three officers chasing the 
man before shooting him 
as he turned around. 
Franklin County Prosecutor 
Shawn Sant issued a state¬ 
ment with the document 
release, saying he was still 


deciding if the three of¬ 
ficers would be charged 
with any crimes. 

“The right decision is more 
important than a quick de¬ 
cision,” Sant said about the 
possibility of filing charges. 
One officer, Ryan Flana¬ 
gan, has resigned in a 
move his lawyer said was 
unrelated to the shoot¬ 
ing. The other two, Adam 
Wright and Adrian Alaniz, 
remain on paid leave. 

They have not comment¬ 
ed publicly on the shoot¬ 
ing. 

In an interview with inves¬ 
tigators from early May, 
Flanagan said Zambrano- 
Montes repeatedly threw 
large rocks and objects at 
him and the other officers. 
“Every time he would throw 
a rock, or both of them, he 
would pick up two more,” 
Flanagan said, according 
to a transcript released by 
authorities. “It wasn’t like 
he was gonna retreat or 
anything.” 

Flanagan said he told dis¬ 
patchers “we are running 
out of options ... We’re 
gonna have to increase 


our level of force.” 

Alaniz, in an interview with 
investigators in late April, 
said deploying a Taser and 
using verbal commands 
didn't stop Zambrano- 
Montes. 

Alaniz said the man said: 
“Kill me, kill me.” 

“...he’s assaulted multiple 
uniformed police officers, I 
believe at this point that my 
last option is to use my fire¬ 
arm,” Alaniz said, accord¬ 
ing to the transcript. 

Patrick, one of the wit¬ 
nesses, told investigators 
he saw Zambrano-Montes 
pick up what appeared to 
be a dirt clod and throw it 
at officers. 

Patrick recalled two bursts 
of gunfire from the offi¬ 
cers, even though he said 
Zambrano-Montes “wasn’t 
acting very violent at that 
time." 

Just before the second 
round of shots, the officers 
yelled at Zambrano-Mon¬ 
tes to put down the rock, 
Patrick said. 

“He looked like he was try¬ 
ing to put it down,” Patrick

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Reelz comes to the rescue of homeless Miss USA pageant

LOS ANGELES (AP) — The 

Miss USA pageant, left 
without a TV home follow¬ 
ing blowback against co¬ 
owner Donald Trump over 
his comments on Mexican 
immigrants, has been res¬ 
cued by the Reelz channel. 
In a statement Thursday, 
Reelz CEO Stan E. Hubbard 
said the cable and satel¬ 
lite channel acquired the 
rights because of a belief 
that the pageant and the 
women who compete in 
it “are an integral part of 
American tradition.” 

“As one of only a few in¬ 
dependent networks, we 
decided to exercise our 
own voice and commit¬ 
ted ourselves to bringing 
this pageant to American 
viewers everywhere," Hub¬ 
bard said. 

While Reelz, which reach¬ 
es 70 million homes, said it 
considered the interests of 
Miss USA contestants, the 
host city of Baton Rouge, 
Louisiana, and viewers in 
making its decision, it made 
no mention of Trump or the 
hot water he’s found him¬ 


self in since he announced 
his presidential bid in June. 
The statement also did 
not include details on how 
Reelz acquired the rights 
to broadcast the pageant 
that is a joint venture be¬ 
tween Trump and NBC, as 
is Miss Universe. NBC cited 
Trump’s comments on im¬ 
migrants in announcing it 
is cutting business ties with 
him. 

Trump's presidential cam¬ 
paign announcement 
contained his assertion that 
some Mexican immigrants 
to the United States bring 
drugs and crime, and some 
are rapists. 

Trump declined to com¬ 
ment on the Reelz acquisi¬ 
tion. 

This isn’t the first time Reelz 
has gone its own way. 
When the History channel 
dropped “The Kennedys" 
miniseries that had been 
made for it, saying it didn’t 
fit its brand, Reelz aired it 
in 2011 and was rewarded 
with record channel ratings 
and awards attention. 
Reelz said the Miss USA pag¬ 
eant will be televised July 
12, its originally scheduled 


date on NBC. The pageant 
will have to scramble after 
a mass exodus of perform¬ 
ers, hosts and judges who 
cited opposition to Trump’s 
views as the reason. 

Rapper Flo Rida had been 
the highest profile perform¬ 
er scheduled for Miss USA, 
and his representative con¬ 
firmed Wednesday that he 
wouldn't perform. Country 
singer Craig Wayne Boyd, 
winner of “The Voice” last 
year, and pop singer Nata¬ 
lie La Rose also dropped 
out. There were no more 
announced performers. 

In a Miss USA news release 
last month, the judges were 
listed as HGTV star Jona¬ 
than Scott, country singer 
Jessie James Decker, E! 
News anchor Terrence Jen¬ 


kins, TV host and former 
Miss Universe winner Zuley- 
ka Rivera and Hall of Famer 
Emmitt Smith. 

Of that quintet, only Deck¬ 
er's name was listed as a 
judge by Miss USA on its 
website Wednesday. That’s 
the day Smith dropped out. 
The pageant lost both of 
its co-hosts, Cheryl Burke of 
“Dancing With the Stars” 
and MSNBC anchor Thom¬ 
as Roberts, on Tuesday. On 
Wednesday, Jeannie Mai, 
who hosted a show on the 
Style Network, was listed as 
a show host. 

Last week, the hosts of the 
now-abandoned Univision 
Spanish-language simul¬ 
cast, Roselyn Sanchez and 
Cristian de la Fuente, said 
they wouldn’t take part in 


it. 

Trump’s campaign com¬ 
ments struck many Latinos 
as insensitive, and Univi¬ 
sion’s decision last week to 
back out of televising Miss 
USA and break off its busi¬ 
ness ties with Trump led to 
a cascade of others follow¬ 
ing suit. Trump responded 
by suing Univision on Tues¬ 
day. Aside from the pag¬ 
eant world, there has grow¬ 
ing fallout on other fronts 
for the GOP presidential 
hopeful and businessman. 
On Wednesday, the Ma- 
cy’s department store 
chain, which carried a 
Donald Trump menswear 
line, said it was “distressed" 
by Trump’s remarks and 
was ending its relationship

Unemployment falls to 7-year low, but wages are flat

WASHINGTON (AP) — U.S. 
unemployment fell to a 
seven-year low of 5.3 per¬ 
cent and employers hired 
at a solid pace in June, 
but other gauges of the 
job market drew a bleaker 
picture: A wave of people 
stopped looking for work, 
and paychecks failed to 
budge. 

The figures released Thurs¬ 
day capture the persis¬ 
tently uneven nature of the 
recovery from the Great 
Recession. 

The job market “remains 
consistent with a two-steps- 
forward, one-step-back 
expansion the U.S. econo¬ 
my finds itself in,” said Scott 
Andersen, chief economist 
at Bank of the West. 

The economy gained 
223,000 jobs last month, 
and unemployment 

edged down from 5.5 per¬ 
cent in May, the Labor De¬ 
partment reported. 

That is the lowest jobless 
rate since April 2008, when 
it was 5 percent. It eventu¬ 
ally soared to 10 percent in 
late 2009 after the reces¬ 


sion had done its worst. 

Yet unemployment 

dropped this time mainly 
because many people 
out of work apparently got 
discouraged and gave up 
looking for a job. The gov¬ 
ernment doesn’t count 
people as unemployed 
unless they’re actively 


searching. 

In fact, the proportion of 
Americans working or look¬ 
ing for work slipped to a 38- 
year low. 

At the same time, wages 
have stalled, rising just 2 
percent over the past 12 
months. The mixed data 
suggest the Federal Re¬ 


serve may put off plans 
to raise short-term interest 
rates and end the stimulus 
effort that began in 2008. 
Most economists had ex¬ 
pected the Fed to make its 
move in September. 

“After this report, I think it 
would make sense to wait 
until December to start that 


slow rate increase,” said 
Tara Sinclair, chief econo¬ 
mist at the jobs site Indeed 
and a professor at George 
Washington University. 

A Fed increase would lead 
to higher rates for mort¬ 
gages, auto loans and oth¬ 
er borrowing. 

The sluggish wage growth 
suggests that many em¬ 
ployers see no need to 
raise pay to attract or re¬ 
tain workers and that there 
are more people available 
for hire fhan the unemploy¬ 
ment rate would indicate. 
Some quirks of fhe jobs 
report might also explain 
why wages stagnated last 
month. The government's 
survey ended relatively 
early in the month on June 
12. As a result, it might have 
excluded some twice- 
monthly paychecks, noted 
John Silvia, chief econo¬ 
mist at Wells Fargo. 

Another sour note in the re¬ 
port was that construction 
companies failed to add 
any jobs in June.

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Top US auto safety regulators 
say Chrysler to face sanctions

WASHINGTON (AP) — Fiat 
Chrysler will be punished 
soon for failing fo follow 
the law in 23 recalls involv¬ 
ing more than 11 million 
vehicles, the nation’s top 
auto safety regulator said 
Thursday. 

But Mark Rosekind, ad¬ 
ministrator of the National 
Flighway Traffic Safety Ad¬ 
ministration, wouldn't say 
what action the agency 
will take until after a public 
comment period closes on 
July 17. 

Rosekind spoke after a 
two-hour public hearing in 
Washington on Fiat Chrys- 
ler's recall performance 
that featured agency offi¬ 
cials detailing an alarming 
litany of failures to notify 
customers of recalls, de¬ 
lays in making and distrib¬ 
uting repair parts, and in 
some cases failing to come 


up with repairs that fix the 
problems. Some of the re¬ 
calls date to 2013, and 
Rosekind said more allega¬ 
tions against the company 
could be added. 

“The evidence seems very 
straightforward,” Rosekind 
said. “There’s a pattern 
that's been going on for 
some time.” 

Rosekind said a number of 
options for agency action 
are “on the table,” includ¬ 
ing fines against the com¬ 
pany and requiring it to 
buy back vehicles subject 
to recall. NFITSA can fine 
automakers a maximum of 
$35 million per infraction, so 
Chrysler could face millions 
in penalties. It's unlikely, 
though, that the company 
would face the top fine in 
all 23 recalls.

ATHENS, Greece (AP) — 

Costas Christoforidis hasn’t 
decided how to vote in 
Sunday’s referendum on a 
bailout deal for Greece’s 
troubled economy. The 
problem is, the 37-year-old 
farmer isn’t sure what he’s 
voting for. 

“If it's saying ‘No’ to aus¬ 
terity, then it's a ‘No’ from 
me too. But if we are reject¬ 


ing Europe, I disagree with 
that,” he said — a position 
that many of Greece’s per¬ 
plexed public find them¬ 
selves in ahead of one of 
the most important votes in 
their country’s modern his¬ 
tory. 

As Greek banks and mar¬ 
kets remained closed Fri¬ 
day for a fourth day, rival 
campaigns scrambled to 
roll out their messages. And 
a prediction from the In¬ 
ternational Monetary Fund 


that Greece will need piles 
of additional cash from 
eurozone countries and 
others over the next three 
years put even more pres¬ 
sure on the government. 
“Our efforts are focused 
on overcoming the crisis 
as fast as possible — with a 
solution that preserves the 
dignity and sovereignty of 
our people,” Prime Minister 
Alexis Tsipras said. 

The popular 40-year-old 
prime minister is gambling 


his government on a call 
to voters to reject auster¬ 
ity measures demanded 
by bailout lenders, despite 
coming close to a deal last 
week. 

A strong “No” vote, he ar¬ 
gued, would help Greece 
win a new deal with the 
eurozone’s rescue mecha¬ 
nism that would include 
terms to make the coun¬ 
try’s 320 billion euro nation¬ 
al debt sustainable. 
Opponents say he is risking 
the country's future — ask¬ 
ing voters to weigh in on a 
bailout offer that expired at 
midnight on Tuesday. 

“They are making a serious 
mistake. 

Because the world will con¬ 
sider a ‘No’ vote to be a 
withdrawal from the heart 
of Europe — the first step 
toward euro exit,” former 
conservative prime min¬ 
ister Costas Karamanlis 
said, making his first public 
speech in six years to en¬ 
dorse the “Yes” campaign. 
Tsipras' argument was also 
dismissed by the head 
of the eurozone finance 
ministers’ group, Dutch Fi¬ 
nance Minister Jeroen Dijs- 
selbloem. 

“That suggestion is simply 


wrong,” Dijsselbloem told 
lawmakers in the Nether¬ 
lands. 

European officials and the 
Greek opposition have 
warned a “No” outcome 
Sunday could be tanta¬ 
mount to a decision to 
leave the euro. 

“The consequences are 
not the same if it’s a ‘Yes’ 
or ‘No,’” French President 
Francois Hollande said. 

“If it's the ‘Yes,’ even if it's 
on the basis of proposals 
that have already expired, 
negotiations can resume 
and I imagine be quickly 
concluded,” he said. “We 
are in something of an un¬ 
known. It's up to the Greeks 
to respond.” 

And in one of the clearest 
signs yet that the future of 
the government is on the 
line in Sunday’s vote, the 
country’s outspoken fi¬ 
nance minister, Yanis Varo- 
ufakis, told Australia’s ABC 
radio he was likely to resign 
if a “Yes" vote prevails. 
Tsipras signaled the same 
earlier this week, declar¬ 
ing on state TV that he was 
not an “all-weather” prime 
minister — a strong indica¬ 
tion he would step down if 
his proposal is defeatedO 


At nuke talks: 

Iran takes hard line on inspections, sanctions

VIENNA (AP) — Iran took a 
hard line Thursday on two 
of the biggest demands 
of world powers in a final 
nuclear accord, rejecting 
any extraordinary inspec¬ 
tion rules and threatening 
to ramp up enrichment of 
bomb-making material if 
the United States and other 
countries re-impose sanc¬ 
tions after the deal is in 
place. 

Speaking to reporters in Vi¬ 
enna, where diplomats are 
trying to clinch a compre¬ 
hensive nuclear pact, a se¬ 
nior Iranian negotiator said 
the U.N. nuclear agency’s 
standard rules governing 
access to government in¬ 
formation, sites of interest 
and scientists should be 
sufficient to ensure that 
Iran’s program is solely for 
peaceful purposes. Any¬ 
thing beyond that, he said.

The U.S. and some other 
negotiating countries want 
Iran to go further. 

“We should be realistic," 
said the Iranian official, 
who briefed members of 
the news media on condi¬ 
tion he not be quoted by 
name. He also questioned 
the legitimacy of coun¬ 
tries that don’t accept the 
International Atomic En¬ 
ergy Agency’s jurisdiction 
demanding that Iran be 
subject to tougher require¬ 
ments than any other na¬ 
tion.

The official was making a 
clear reference to Israel, a 
state widely presumed to 
maintain an undeclared 
nuclear arsenal.

that would curb Iran’s 
atomic program for a de¬ 
cade in exchange for relief 
from crippling sanctions.

The protocol gives the IAEA 
expanded access to de¬ 
clared and undeclared nu¬ 
clear sites, and to the sensi¬ 
tive information of the more 
than 120 governments that 
accept its provisions. 

But the rules don't guar¬ 
antee monitors can enter 
any site they want to and 
offer no specific guidance 
about sensitive military sites 
— an issue of particular in¬ 
terest with Iran, given the 
long-standing allegations 
of secret nuclear weapons 
work at its Parchin base

CAIRO (AP) — Egyptian 
warplanes launched new 
airstrikes and troops went 
house-to-house Thursday 
in the troubled Sinai Pen¬ 
insula, a day after Islamic 
State-linked militants set off 
the area’s bloodiest fight¬ 
ing in decades in an un¬ 
precedented, coordinated 
attack. 

The combat, described as 
“war” by the media and of¬ 
ficials, heightened tensions 
across Egypt as it marks Fri¬ 
day’s second anniversary 
of the military's overthrow 
of Islamist President Mo¬ 
hammed Morsi, a move 
that fanned an insurgen¬ 
cy in north Sinai that has 
grown stronger. 

It also follows the dramatic 
assassination this week of 
the country’s chief pros¬ 
ecutor in a car bombing in 
Cairo, prompting general- 
turned-politician President 
Abdel-Fattah el-Sissi to 
press for even harsher anti¬ 
terrorism laws targeting Is¬ 
lamic militants. 

A special forces raid 
Wednesday on a Cairo 
apartment killed nine mem¬ 


bers of Morsi's outlawed 
Muslim Brotherhood, which 
responded by calling for a 
“rebellion.” 

Air raids at dawn Thurs¬ 
day killed 23 extremists just 
south of Rafah, a key Sinai 
border town near the Gaza 
Strip, Sinai security officials 
said. They added that the 
army was searching for mili¬ 


tants in the town of Sheikh 
Zuweid, where a string of 
army checkpoints were at¬ 
tacked a day earlier. 
Soldiers were demining 
roads in and around the 
area that had been booby 
trapped with mines and im¬ 
provised explosive devices, 
the officials said, speaking 


on condition of anonymity 
because they were not au¬ 
thorized to talk to the me¬ 
dia. 

The army also raided a 
house in Rafah, killing six 
armed IS militants wear¬ 
ing military uniforms, the 
officials said, adding that 
it had cleared the area 


around the Sheikh Zuweid 
police station of mines and 
lEDs. 

An Associated Press report¬ 
er across the border in the 
Gaza Strip heard explosions 
and saw smoke rising in the 
area as airstrikes continued 
in the afternoon and war¬ 
planes roared overhead. 
Two armored personnel 
carriers were seen maneu¬ 
vering in the border area. 
Militants in northern Si¬ 
nai have battled security 
forces for years, but they 
stepped up their attacks af¬ 
ter Morsi’s ouster on July 3, 
2013, which followed mass 
demonstrations against his 
rule. El-Sissi led the ouster 
and was elected president 
last year. 

Authorities and pro-govern¬ 
ment media have blamed 
much of the recent vio¬ 
lence on the Brotherhood, 
which has been branded a 
terrorist group. The Brother¬ 
hood denies involvement, 
although it and other Morsi 
supporters have faced a 
sweeping crackdown that 
has led to thousands of ar¬ 
rests, mass convictions and 
death sentences. □ 



Tunisia: 8 suspects held in beach attack

TUNIS, Tunisia (AP) — Eight 
people are in custody in 
Tunisia, suspected of hav¬ 
ing direct links to a deadly 
beach attack that killed 38 
people, but four other pos¬ 
sible suspects have been 
released, a minister said 
Thursday. 

The British Foreign Office, 
meanwhile, raised the 
death toll of British tour¬ 
ists killed in Friday’s attack 
from 27 to 30. Other Euro¬ 
pean tourists were among 
the dead. The attack was 
Tunisia’s deadliest ever and 
threatens to be a devastat¬ 
ing blow to its tourism sec¬ 
tor. 

In Britain, bereaved rela¬ 
tives looked on at an air 
base in Oxfordshire as a mil¬ 
itary plane flew home the 
remains of nine Britons on 
Thursday, a day after an¬ 
other flight returned eight 
other bodies. 

The Islamic State group 
claimed responsibility for 


the attack, in which Tunisian 
student Seifeddine Rezgui 
opened fire on a beach in 
the resort of Sousse. He was 
later killed by police. 
Government minister Ka¬ 
mel Jendoubi told reporters 
Thursday in Tunis the eight 
still detained — seven men 
and one woman — are sus¬ 
pected of direct links to the 
attack. He did not elabo¬ 
rate on their identities or 
roles, saying only that the 
investigation “has allowed 
us to discover the network 
behind the operation in 
Sousse." The minister also 
urged greater international 
terrorism cooperation in a 
“war ... between demo¬ 
cratic Tunisia and an inter¬ 
national jihadi movement.” 
Sofiane Selliki, an official in 
the prosecutor’s office, said 
no one had been brought 
before a judge for charges. 
A top security official told 
the AP this week that 
Rezgui had trained in a ji¬ 
hadi camp in Libya at the 
same time as the two men 


who attacked a leading 
Tunisian museum in March, 
killing near. That raised 
fears of more attacks on 
this North African nation’s 
budding democracy. 

More Tunisians — about 
3,000 — are believed to 
have gone to Syria and 
Iraq to join radical jihadis 
including the Islamic State 
group than fighters from 
any other country. British 
vacationers made up the 
majority of the 38 killed 
on the beach, and further 
repatriation flights are ex¬ 
pected in coming days.

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Blacklist warnings broaden 
on websites in North Korea

TOKYO (AP) — North Korea, already one of the least- 
wired places in the world, appears to be cracking 
down on the use of the Internet by even the small 
number of foreigners who can access it with relative 
freedom by blacklisting and blocking social media ac¬ 
counts or websites deemed to carry harmful content. 
The move won’t be noticed by most in the North since 
hardly anyone has access to the Internet. But it could 
signal increasing concern in Pyongyang over the flow 
of real-time photos, tweets and status updates getting 
out to the world and an attempt to further limit what 
the few North Koreans able to view the Internet can 
see. 

Warnings, in Korean and English, are now appearing 
on a wide array of sites, including social media such 
as Instagram, Tumblr and Flickr and websites like the 
South Korean news agency Yonhap, along with spe¬ 
cific articles about the country. The warnings say the 
sites have been blacklisted for harmful content and 
cannot be accessed. 

There has been no announcement of a policy change 
by the North Korean government or the North's mobile 
service carrier, Koryolink, a joint venture with Egypt’s 
Orascom Telecom and Media Technology. With no of¬ 
ficial confirmation, it was impossible to rule out the pos¬ 
sibility the warnings resulted from a hack of some sort. 
The explicit blacklisting of sites would be a break with 
past practice in North Korea, when officials most likely 
monitored the Internet activity of foreign users but did 
so quietly. The 3G data connection on mobile phones 
itself has not been disrupted and many sites, including 
Facebook and Twitter, continued to function normally. 
But signs of concern that local eyes may be trying to 
peek into the crack opened for foreigners to use the 
Internet have been growing. 

From late last year, Koryolink began blocking the func¬ 
tion that allows smart phones to be turned into wifi 
hotspots that can share their Internet connection with 
other nearby devices. Officials last year also tightened 
restrictions on wifi use at embassies, probably to keep 
local residents from illegally “piggybacking" off of wifi 
signals near their compounds. 

If not the result of a hack, the scattershot nature of 
the blacklist warnings and the relative ease with which 
they can be circumvented would suggest a more ten¬ 
tative and possibly experimental effort at controlling 
Internet use than the sophisticated Great Firewall that 
makes it impossible for most Chinese to access Face- 
book or even the widespread government censorship 
of Internet sites in South Korea. 

“This effort seems a bit random,” said James Lewis, an 
expert in computer security who is a director and se¬ 
nior fellow at the Washington D.C.-based Center for 
Strategic and International Studies. “Why send a warn¬ 
ing about some sites, block some, but not block oth¬ 
ers? Either the DPRK is developing a more comprehen¬ 
sive policy but changed their mind, or they've been 
hacked."□

In push for same-sex unions; 

China gay couple holds informal marriage

BEIJING (AP) — A promi¬ 
nent Chinese lesbian cou¬ 
ple held a simple ceremony 
Thursday to announce their 
informal marriage, in their 
latest effort to push for the 
legalization of same-sex 
unions in China. 

The union of Li Tingting and 
Teresa Xu came six days af¬ 
ter the U.S. Supreme Court 
ruled to validate same-sex 
marriages in the United 
States, and four months af¬ 
ter Li was detained in Chi¬ 
na for her women’s rights 
activism. 

China does not legally per¬ 
mit same-sex marriage, and 
there is no broad social ef¬ 
fort to push for its legaliza¬ 
tion. 

"I do,” Li said in English, as 
friends cheered. “So do I," 
replied Xu, also in English. 
They exchanged vows and 
put on silver rings serving 
as wedding bands in front 
of about 20 friends and an 
equal number of journalists 


gathered at a restaurant in 
a suburb of Beijing decorat¬ 
ed with balloons, rainbow 
flags and their photos. 

“We want to take some ac¬ 
tion to advocate for same- 
sex marriage,” Li said ear¬ 
lier in a salon, while Xu was 
having her hair styled. "It’s 
doing the impossible when 
you know it's impossible, 
but it takes those constant 
efforts to make changes in 
history.” 

Li was detained in early 
March with four others 
amid China’scrackdownon 
social activism. They were 
taken into police custody in 
a criminal investigation over 
their plans to hand out stick¬ 
ers and flyers denouncing 
sexual harassment. Foreign 
governments, rights groups 
and Hillary Clinton, who is 
running for U.S. President, 
criticized their detention. 
The five were released 37 
days later, although they 
remain criminal suspects. 
The experience prompted 
Xu to consider a stronger 


bond with Li. “I love her, 
and after her detention I 
wanted to be closer to her 
but not merely as her girl¬ 
friend,” Xu said. “I love her 
courage and her sense of 
justice.” 

The U.S. Supreme Court de¬ 
cision inspired them to seek 
their own version of a same- 
sex marriage, Li said. 

“That's a U.S. law. What use 
does it have in China?” Li 
said. “We think we should 
do something ourselves." 
Within days, the couple 
picked up wedding gowns, 
scheduled salon sessions 
for their hair and makeup 
and reserved the banquet 
room. 

The couple had initially con¬ 
sidered showing up at the 
local civil affairs office to 
apply for a marriage license 
but stopped the plan so as 
not to upset the authorities. 
“They could detain me on 
the charge of assembling il¬ 
legally or provoking trouble

AP: Cuba launches 
first public hotspots 
on Havana avenue

HAVANA (AP) — Cuban 
authorities have launched 
public Wi-Fi hotspots along 
a main avenue that is the 
heart of Havana’s cultural 
and social life, the first step 
in government promises 
to gradually roll out such 
connectivity options on an 
island that the Internet rev¬ 
olution has largely passed 
by. 

Authorities have been in¬ 
stalling the boxy white rout¬ 
ers on buildings along 23rd 
Street in the Vedado the¬ 
ater, nightclub and business 
district in recent weeks, and 
they apparently went live 
Wednesday night. 

Dozens of people, many of 
them young, sat on stairs 
and stoops tapping away 
at smartphones, tablets 
and laptops Thursday on 
the street known locally as 
"The Ramp” for its gentle 
uphill slope from the sea. 
Angel Padron, a 16-year- 
old who lives a few steps off 
23rd Street, called the sig¬ 
nal speed “acceptable,” 
robust enough to load vid¬ 
eos on YouTube. 

"Before I used to have to 
go to the hotels,” Padron 
said, referring to one of 
the few sources of wireless 
in the country, and where 
an hour online can cost a 
third of what most Cubans 
make in a month. “It's like 
they’ve put this in my living 
room, given me wings to fly 
around the Internet.” 

"I got here early and spent 
about 40 minutes” online, 
he added. 

State telecom monopoly 
Etecsa announced in mid- 
June that it would open 35 
such hotspots around the 
island. 

Users need to have an ac¬ 
count registered with Etec¬ 
sa, and the service costs $2 
an hour — accessible for 
some Cubans who have 
relatively higher-paying 
private-sector jobs or rela¬ 
tives overseas who send re¬ 
mittances. But it’s still a high 
barrier of entry for many 
people who make around 
$20 a month from state sal¬ 
aries. 

Wilmer Cruz, a 31-year- 
old beauty salon owner, 
called the price “a little ex¬ 
pensive” but gave positive 
reviews. □

Carlos Alzugaray said. “Jeff 
is one of them.” 

DeLaurentis was a consular 
officer in Cuba in 1991- 
93, when the island was 
plunged into economic 
crisis with the Soviet Union's 
collapse. As head of the 
U.S. Interests Section’s eco¬ 
nomic and political section 
in 1999-2002, DeLaurentis 
was a key negotiator in the 
fight over Elian Gonzalez's 
custody. 

Vicki Huddleston, who 
headed the mission then, 
said DeLaurentis’ quiet di¬ 
plomacy helped dial down 
tensions when Cuban offi¬ 
cials threatened a mass 
migration of rafters if the 
young castaway wasn't 
returned to his homeland. 
President Bill Clinton’s ad- 


DeLaurentis also was “in¬ 
strumental” in discussions 
with Cuban officials over 
the decision by U.S. Presi¬ 
dent George W. Bush's 
administration to use the 
Guantanamo naval base 
in eastern Cuba to house 
prisoners held on terrorism 
charges following the Sept. 
11 attacks. 

“He always sort of quietly 
pushed the envelope with 
Cuban officials, but they 
always gave him a lot of 
credit,” Huddleston said. 
“He was always spot-on 
in interpreting Cuban mo¬ 
tives and actions." 
Huddleston recalled that 
she and DeLaurentis at¬ 
tended Mass at a local 
Roman Catholic church 
and he worked to get 


viewed suspiciously. 
Huddleston was suc¬ 
ceeded as head of mis¬ 
sion by James Cason, who 
enraged Fidel Castro by 
meeting with government 
opponents at a dissident’s 
home in 2003. Seventy-five 
dissidents were arrested 
several weeks later. 
Negotiations to free USAID 
contractor Alan Gross 
were under way for months 
before DeLaurentis re¬ 
turned to Havana as head 
of mission last August. Presi¬ 
dents Barack Obama and 
Raul Castro of Cuba an¬ 
nounced a deal on Dec. 
17 to free Gross and three 
Cuban prisoners in the Unit¬ 
ed States and to work to¬ 
ward renewing diplomatic 
relations. □

For 4th year 
in row, Nadal 
loses early at 
Wimbledon

LONDON (AP) — On the fi¬ 
nal point of the first set of 
his latest Wimbledon dis¬ 
appointment, Rafael Nad¬ 
al swung his mighty, lefty 
forehand — and whiffed, 
accidentally whacking his 
right leg with his racket. 

It was a painful, embarrass¬ 
ing mistake, symbolic of 
the sort of day this was. 
During five trips to the All 
England Club from 2006- 
11, Nadal reached the fi¬ 
nal every time. In his most 
recent four appearances, 
though, Nadal has exited 
early against an unherald¬ 
ed, unaccomplished and, 
most importantly, unafraid 
opponent ranked 100th or 
worse.

On Thursday, Nadal lost 
7-5, 3-6, 6-4, 6-4 in the sec¬ 
ond round to Dustin Brown, 


who needed to qualify just 
to enter the main draw. 

“It’s not the end,” Nadal 
said. “(It’s) a sad moment 


for me ... but life continues. 
My career, too.” 

Toni Nadal, Rafael’s uncle 
and coach, summed up 


the Centre Court match 
this way: “He played really 
bad. Bad shots. Very bad 
with his forehand.” 

All true. But give credit to 
Brown and his varied, risky 
and entertaining brand of 
tennis, a mix of old-school 
serve-and-volleying, drop 
shots, drop volleys and go- 
for-it returns. 

“I had nothing to lose. If I 
lose 6-1, 6-2, 6-3, everyone 
says ‘Bravo, Rata,’” Brown 
said. 

The 30-year-old Brown was 
born in Germany to a Ja¬ 
maican father — whose 
face is tattooed on Brown's 
stomach — and German 
mother. They moved to Ja¬ 
maica when he was 12 and 
returned to Europe about a 
decade ago. Around that 
time, his parents bought 
him an RV so he could 
drive from tournament to 
tournament. 

Who could have imagined 
this sort of triumph back 
then? Or, frankly, even 
now? 

After all. Brown is ranked 
102nd, entered Thursday 
with a 6-11 record in 2015 
and has never been past 
the third round at a major. 
Nadal, meanwhile, is a for¬ 
mer No. 1 and the owner 
of 14 major titles, tied with 
Pete Sampras for second- 
most behind Roger Feder- 
er’s 17. 

Federer joined Andy Mur¬ 
ray and Petra Kvitova as 
past Wimbledon champi¬ 
ons picking up straightfor¬ 
ward, straight-set victories 
Thursday. Federer’s 6-4, 6-2, 
6-2 win over Sam Querrey 
of the U.S. included one 
particularly memorable 
moment — an on-the-run, 
between-the-legs lob. 

“You want to go over and 
give him a high-five some¬ 
times," Querrey said, “but 
you can’t do that." 

Nadal used to leave op¬ 
ponents feeling that way, 
too. Not lately. He missed 
time last season with a right 
wrist injury, then needed 
appendix surgery, and has 
spoken about confidence 
issues. 

After his run of five con¬ 
secutive French Open titles 
ended last month with a 
quarterfinal loss to Novak 
Djokovic, Nadal’s ranking 
dropped to 10th, his worst 
in 10 years. 


Now he has failed to win 
any of his past four ma¬ 
jor tournaments, not even 
reaching the semifinals. It’s 
the 29-year-old Spaniard's 
longest drought since the 
first five Slams of his career. 
Consider, too, Nadal's his¬ 
tory at Wimbledon. He lost 
to Federer in the 2006 and 
2007 finals, then beat him 
9-7 in the fifth set of the 
epic 2008 final. After miss¬ 
ing the 2009 tournament 
because of injury, Nadal 
collected another trophy in 
2010, then lost to Djokovic 
in the 2011 final. 

“I don't know if I will be 
back to (that) level,” Nadal 
acknowledged. 

In 2012, he lost to No. 100 
Lukas Rosol in the second 
round. In 2013, he lost to 
No. 135 Steve Darcis in the 
first. And last year, he lost to 
No. 144 Nick Kyrgios in the 
fourth. 

Like those guys. Brown 
played wonderfully. His 
back-lengfh dreadlocks 
jumping around as he 
raced to the net. Brown 
serve-and-volleyed on 99 
of 114 service points, win¬ 
ning 71 of those. He hit 
serves at up to 133 mph 
(215 kph). 

“Whatever I do is to take 
him out of his comforf 
zone," Brown said. 

Mosf importantly, he never 
let up. 

“I'm very happy that I held 
it together for fhe whole 
mafch," said Brown, who 
also beat Nadal on grass in 
Germany last year. 

This match turned for good 
at 2-all in the third set, when 
Nadal’s pair of double¬ 
faults handed over a break 
point that Brown convert¬ 
ed with a drop-volley win¬ 
ner. Brown looked up at 
his guest box, where folks 
were jumping and yelling 
and fisf-pumping wildly. 

Af least Nadal, who never 
earned a break chance 
over the last two sets, was 
able to joke afterward. 
When a reporter asked 
whether he would stick 
around at his rented place 
before heading home, 
Nadal replied: “I don'f 
have more work here in 
London, so if you wanf fo 
use the house, (it’s) going 
to be free tomorrow. ”□

can match any offer re¬ 
ceived. 

Love made his decision 
quickly, opting to stay with 
the Cavaliers on a five-year 


deal that could be worth 
more than $110 million. He 
revealed his decision in a 
piece in The Players' Tri¬ 
bune, former baseball star 
Derek Jeter's new sports 
digital venture. 

“We have unfinished busi¬ 
ness and now it’s time to 
get back to work,” Love 
wrote. 

Jimmy Butler and Mike 
Dunleavy also stayed put 
in Chicago for around $115 
million combined, Slove¬ 
nian guard Goran Dragic 
is remaining in Miami and 
Paul Millsap will stick with 
Atlanta. 

But Paul Pierce and plen¬ 
ty of players were on the 
move with salaries soaring 
ahead of next year’s new 
TV contracts that might 
make Wednesday's action 
seem tame next summer. 

“I LUV that the players are 
bank rolling, capitalize 
and seize the moment,” 


NBA Hall of Fame guard 
and television analyst Reg¬ 
gie Miller wrote on Twitter. 
“Trust me the owners and 
the league are making 
money, so should you." 
Chandler will get his pay rise 
in Phoenix, taking $52 mil¬ 
lion over four years to leave 
Dallas, while Atlanta’s De- 
Marre Carroll agreed to a 
deal with Toronto for $60 
million over four years.

Tiger Woods shoots 4-under 66 at Greenbrier Classic

WHITE SULPHUR SPRINGS, 
W.Va. (AP) — For a change. 
Tiger Woods got off to a 
good start. 

Woods rebounded from 
a dismal U.S. Open with 
a 4-under-par 66 in Thurs¬ 
day’s opening round of 
The Greenbrier Classic, four 
shots behind leader Scott 
Langley. 

Helped by a morning rain 
that softened the Old 
White TPC course in West 
Virginia, Woods posted his 
lowest score of the season 
and matched his best in re¬ 
lation to par. 

It was only the fourth time 
he shot in the 60s in 21 
rounds. None were on the 
first day of a tournament. 
“Overall I can’t really say I 
hit any great shots, but I hit 
a lot of good ones," Woods 
said. “I hit the ball better 
than what my score indi¬ 
cates.” 

Two weeks ago at the U.S. 
Open, Woods had the 
highest 36-hole score of his 
pro career — 156. 

Woods came to Green¬ 
brier ranked No. 202 in the 
world and faced with the 
prospect of missing cuts in 
consecutive tournaments

for the first time since 1994. 
For one round, at least, his 
solid game returned. 
“Overall, if you drive the 
ball well here, you're going 
to probably have at least 
seven shots with 9-iron or 
below into the greens, and 
you’re going to have to 
capitalize on that,” Woods 
said. “So far I’m one of 
those guys who did.” 
Woods started on the back 
nine Thursday and birdied 
three of his first seven holes. 
He made bogey on the 
par-5 17th after his drive 
went into a hazard to the 
right, and a double bogey 
from a greenside bunker on 
the sixth hole left him at 1 
under on his round. 

Woods said he adjusted his 
aim later in the round after 
noticing that playing part¬ 
ners Steve Strieker and Da¬ 
vid Lingmerth were missing 
putts on the high side of the 
hole. 

“I lowered my line just a 
touch, maybe half a ball 
here and there, and it 
seemed to pay off,” he 
said. 

Woods finished with three 
straight birdies, making 
bending putts of 18 and 19 
feet on the final two holes. 
“Just trying to get back to 


3 (under), and we just hap¬ 
pened to pull off a hat trick 
coming home," he said. 
Jonathan Byrd and Danny 
Lee were a stroke behind 
Langley after 7-under 63s. 
Brian Davis and Ryo Ishika- 
wa were at 64. 

Friends Langley and Byrd 
both said they fed off each 
other during their morn¬ 
ing round. They were tied 
at 7 under before Langley 
surged ahead with a short 
birdie putt at the par-4 16th. 
Neither has a top 10 finish 
this season and both need 
some solid results to be 
among the 125 qualifiers 
for the FedEx Cup playoffs 
starting in late August. 

“I got a little down on my¬ 
self earlier in the year be¬ 
cause the results weren't 
really there,” Langley said. 
“I kind of looked at myself 
in the mirror and said, you 
know, at the end of the 
day, I need to be the most 
positive guy in the field 
week in and week out.” 
Langley, seeking his first win 
on the PGA Tour, finished 
25th at the Travelers Cham¬ 
pionship a week ago. He 
hit 17 greens in regulation in 
his bogey-free round Thurs¬ 
day.

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U.S. files formal extradition request for 7 FIFA officials

GENEVA (AP) — The United 
States has submitted a for¬ 
mal request for Switzerland 
to extradite seven FIFA of¬ 
ficials arrested in Zurich as 
part of a corruption probe 
that has rocked soccer’s 
world governing body. 
Switzerland’s Federal Of¬ 
fice of Justice said Thurs¬ 
day that the requests were 
received from the U.S. em¬ 
bassy in Bern. The expected 
demands submitted late 
Wednesday met a 40-day 
deadline since the seven 
were detained early May 
27 in raids on a luxury hotel 
in FIFA’s home city. 

All seven men detained in 
Zurich, including three cur¬ 
rent and former members 
of FIFA’s executive commit¬ 
tee, have already object¬ 
ed to extradition. They face 
around 20 years in prison. 
The widening American in¬ 
vestigation already alleges 
bribery and racketeering 
worth more than $150 mil¬ 
lion involving high-ranking 
FIFA officials over a 24-year 
span. 

The U.S. Department of 
Justice published an in¬ 
dictment of 14 soccer 
and marketing officials in 
May which alleged bribery 
linked to awarding broad¬ 
cast rights for international 
tournaments in North and 


South America. 

“These crimes are thought 
to have been agreed and 
prepared in the USA, and 
payments were allegedly 
routed through US banks,” 
the Swiss justice ministry 
said in a statement Thurs¬ 
day. 

The seven will be heard by 
Zurich cantonal (State) po¬ 
lice and granted a 14-day 
period to respond to fed¬ 
eral officials about the ex¬ 
tradition request, the Swiss 
justice ministry said. 

Swiss justice officials will 
then rule “within a few 
weeks” on whether to ex¬ 
tradite them. That ruling 
can be appealed to Swit¬ 
zerland’s top criminal court 
and supreme court. 

The seven men include 
FIFA vice president Jeffrey 


Webb of the Cayman Is¬ 
lands and Eugenio Figuere- 
do of Uruguay, who was ar¬ 
rested two days before his 
FIFA vice presidential term 
expired. 

Costa Rican soccer feder¬ 
ation president Eduardo Li 
was arrested two days be¬ 
fore he was due to formally 
join FIFA's executive com¬ 
mittee. 

Former Brazilian federation 
chief Jose Maria Marin led 
the 2014 World Cup local 
organizing committee and 
is a member of the FIFA 
panel organizing the men's 
and women’s tournaments 
at next year’s Olympic 
Games. 

The others are Venezuela 
FA chief Rafael Esquivel; 
FIFA staffer Julio Rocha, a 
development officer from 


Nicaragua; and Costas 
Takkas, a Briton who works 
for CONCACAF President 
Webb. 

The other seven men 
among the 14 indicted in¬ 
clude disgraced former 
FIFA vice president Jack 
Warner of Trinidad and To¬ 
bago, and former FIFA ex¬ 
ecutive committee mem¬ 
ber Nicolas Leoz of Para¬ 
guay, the longtime former 
president of South Ameri¬ 
can governing body CON- 
MEBOL. 

Warner and Leoz, who left 
FIFA in 2011 and 2013, re¬ 
spectively, to avoid sanc¬ 
tions for unethical behav¬ 
ior, are fighting extradition 
to the U.S. from their home 
countries. 

A further four men have 
entered guilty pleas which 
were unsealed in May. 
They include American for¬ 
mer FIFA executive panel 
member Chuck Blazer and 
two sons of Warner. 

The indictment revealed 
that Blazer admitted being 
part of a $10 million bribe 
scheme with Warner for 
supporting South Africa’s 
successful bid to host the 
2010 World Cup. A third 
South American FIFA voter 
was also involved. Blazer al¬ 
leged. 

FIFA has acknowledged 
that its secretary general 
Jerome Valcke helped 


transfer the money through 
its accounts at South Af¬ 
rica’s request. FIFA and 
Valcke said the cash was 
believed to be for soccer 
projects for the African di¬ 
aspora in the Caribbean, 
and was approved by Ju¬ 
lio Grondona of Argenti¬ 
na, the chairman of FIFA’s 
finance committee who 
died last year. 

American law enforce¬ 
ment officials have con¬ 
firmed that FIFA President 
Sepp Blatter is a target of 
the investigation which is 
expected to bring more in¬ 
dictments. 

“Whoever accuses me of 
being corrupt has to prove 
it to me first,” Blatter said 
in extracts of an interview 
released Wednesday by 
German weekly magazine 
Bunte. “But nobody can do 
that because I'm not cor¬ 
rupt.” 

Blatter said June 2 he would 
leave office within months, 
as pressure built from the 
American case and a sep¬ 
arate Swiss federal investi¬ 
gation focused on possible 
money laundering linked to 
the 2018 and 2022 World 
Cup hosting awards to Rus¬ 
sia and Qatar, respectively. 
Blatter cannot be extradit¬ 
ed from his native Switzer¬ 
land to the U.S. without his 
consent. □

Armstrong girlfriend must testify, 
Landis to produce records

AUSTIN, Texas (AP) — Lance 
Armstrong’s girlfriend can 
be questioned under oath 
about what she knows of 
his doping past, and his 
former teammate-turned- 


antagonist Floyd Landis will 
have to turn over records of 
investigations into his own 
previous doping case, a 
federal judge has decided. 
This week’s ruling from 
Judge Christopher Cooper 
in Washington, D.C., comes 


in a bitter struggle over 
pending testimony and re¬ 
cords in a case that could 
hit Armstrong with more 
than $100 million in penal¬ 
ties, of which Landis could 
collect a large portion. The 
case is not expected to go 
to trial before 2016. 
Armstrong had tried to 
block attempts by Lan¬ 
dis and the government 
to question Anna Hansen, 
the mother of two of Arm¬ 
strong’s children. 

Cooper ruled that Landis 
and the government can 
question Hansen for no 
more than two hours and 
must limit the deposition 
to what she knows about 
drug use by Armstrong or 
anyone else associated 
with the former U.S. Postal 


Service team. Hansen and 
Armstrong met in 2008, two 
years after the Postal Ser¬ 
vice had ended its sponsor¬ 
ship and a year after Arm¬ 
strong initially retired follow¬ 
ing seven Tour de France 
seven titles. 

That means Hansen can’t 
be asked about Arm¬ 
strong’s attempt to cover 
up a traffic accident ear¬ 
lier this year in Colorado, 
or a 2011 confrontation 
between Armstrong and 
former teammate Tyler 
Hamilton, who was one of 
the first of Armstrong's for¬ 
mer teammates to expose 
details of doping with the 
squad. The government 
had said it wanted to ques¬ 
tion Hansen about Arm¬

William Hurt it isn't a 
question of whether 
someone will invent a 
robot with feelings, it's 
a matter of when. 

“I think I may be pretty 
good at saying if this 
and this is true then this 
and this are true," says 
Hurt. “So from the mo¬ 
ment I took a look at it, 
it was all absolutely in¬ 
evitable.” 

The Oscar-winning ac¬ 
tor says he's been “riv¬ 
eted” by the idea of 
artificial intelligence 
since his early teens. He 
surmises that's partly 
why he landed roles 
about the subject in 
the 2001 film “A.I. Artifi¬ 
cial Intelligence" and in 
the new sci-fi drama “Hu¬ 
mans,” which airs Sundays 
on AMC at 9 p.m. EDT. 

“If when you walk in fhe 
room and fhe fopic lights 
you up, they see that and 
they hire you sometimes,” 
Hurt said in a recent inter¬ 
view.

Hurt plays Dr. George Mil- 
lican, a mechanical engi¬ 
neer who worked on the 
project that developed 
the original Synths who 
lives with and protects his 
outdated android named 
Odi. 

"He gets sick and loses 
some of his memory," says

Hurt, who reveals that af¬ 
ter George's wife dies, 
“you have this fascinating 
relationship that he has 
with a clearly anthropo¬ 
morphized robotic who 
is the repository of the 
memories of his life with his 
wife.” 

Hurt not only sees a future 
with sentient robots, he 
says he believes it won’t 
be long before cellphones 
are injected under peo¬ 
ple’s skin like the GPS mi¬ 
crochips subcutaneously 
put in pets.

than 26 million Facebook 
profile photos have taken 
on a rainbow hue since the 
U.S. Supreme Court ruled 
on Friday that marriage is a 
right guaranteed under the 
Constitution regardless of a 
person's sexual orientation. 
People have been cover¬ 
ing their profile photos with 
the Facebook-supplied 
overlay that uses the best- 
known symbol in the U.S. 
of the lesbian, gay, bisex¬ 
ual and transgender rights 
movement. 

Rainbow-tinted celebrities 
include Facebook CEO 
Mark Zuckerberg, Arnold 
Schwarzenegger, Leon¬ 
ardo DiCaprio and “Fifty 
Shades of Grey” author E.L. 
James. 


While the people who’ve 
used the overlay is a frac¬ 
tion of Facebook’s 1.4 bil¬ 
lion users worldwide, the 
number is far bigger than 
the last mass profile photo 
change on the site. In 2013, 
some 3 million Facebook 
users changed their pho¬ 
tos to show a pink-on-red 
equal sign in support of gay 
marriage. 

Four years earlier, in what 
might have been the first 
large-scale profile-pho¬ 
to activism, Twitter users 
turned their photo green 
to support pro-democracy 
protesters in Iran. 

Facebook said it is not using 
the filters for ad targeting, 
nor does it plan to do so. 
Facebook said the fact 
that the rainbow filter ap¬ 
peared on the same day 
as the Supreme Court deci¬ 


sion was not planned any 
more than the Supreme 
Court planned to issue its 
ruling the Friday. 

The filter was created last 
week by two Facebook 
summer interns who said 
they wanted to help other 
employees “show their spir¬ 
it" for gay pride parades 
in San Francisco, New York 
and elsewhere in recent 
days. The filter was popu¬ 
lar among employees, so 
Facebook rolled it out to 
regular users. 

Counter-filters also have 
popped up, with some us¬ 
ers in Russia overlaying their 
profiles with the country’s 
flag instead of a rainbow. In 
the U.S., the website Right 
Wing News created a tool 
that lets people place a 
filter of the American flag 
over their profile photos.Q 
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Average US rate on 30-year mortgage rises to 4.08% 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Av¬ 
erage long-term U.S. mort¬ 
gage rates rose this week, 
reaching high levels for the 
year. 

Mortgage giant Freddie 
Mac said Thursday the av¬ 
erage rate on a 30-year 
fixed-rate mortgage rose 
to 4.08 percent this week 
from 4.02 percent a week 
earlier. The rate on 15-year 
fixed-rate mortgages in¬ 
creased to 3.24 percent 
from 3.21 percent. 


Mortgage rates have in¬ 
creased in recent weeks, 
in the midst of the spring 
home buying season, as 
the economy has shown 
signs of improvement. 

A year ago, the average 
30-year rate was 4.12 per¬ 
cent; the 15-year average 
was 3.22 percent. 

Data issued Tuesday 
showed that home prices 
increased at a solid clip in 
April, led by double-digit 
gains in Denver and San 


Francisco. The Standard 
& Poor’s/Case-Shiller 20- 
city home price index rose 
4.9 percent in April from 
12 months earlier, roughly 
the same annual pace as 
March. 

Strong job growth and 
low mortgage rates have 
prompted greater de¬ 
mand for housing, boosting 
home values. The contin¬ 
ued gains are at roughly 
double the pace of wage 
growth, but current levels 


appear more manageable 
than the double-digit home 
price increases seen during 
parts of 2013 and 2014. 

To calculate average mort¬ 
gage rates, Freddie Mac 
surveys lenders across the 
country at the beginning of 
each week. The average 
doesn't include extra fees, 
known as points, which 
most borrowers must pay to 
get the lowest rates. One 
point equals 1 percent of 
the loan amount. 


The average fee for a 30- 
year mortgage declined to 
0.6 point from 0.7 point last 
week. The fee for a 15-year 
loan was unchanged at 
0.6 point.The average rate 
on five-year adjustable- 
rate mortgages ticked up 
to 2.99 percent from 2.98 
percent; the fee remained 
at 0.4 point. The average 
rate on one-year ARMs 
rose to 2.52 percent from 
2.50 percent; the fee was 
unchanged at 0.3 point.Q

NEW YORK (AP) — Stocks 
ended a tumultuous trad¬ 
ing week with slight loss¬ 
es Thursday as investors 
sought safety ahead of an 
extended holiday week¬ 
end. 

Investors bought at the 
opening of trading after a 
Labor Department report 
on job creation suggested 
the economy was improv¬ 
ing, though not so fast as to 
raise the specter of inflation 
and higher interest rates. 
But the gains vanished af¬ 
ter a downbeat report from 
the International Monetary 
Fund on Greece's finances 
as the country heads to¬ 
ward a vote on the coun¬ 
try’s financial bailout this 
weekend. 

It was a quiet close to 
an eventful week. Stocks 
plunged around the world 
Monday over worries that a 
Greek default could spread 
losses throughout the glob¬ 
al financial system. A con¬ 
tinued drop in Chinese 
stocks added to the fears. 


as well as a statement from 
Puerto Rico’s governor fhaf 
fhe commonwealth would 
not be able to pay back its 
large public debt. 

Stocks rose a bit over the 
next two days, but by Thurs¬ 
day's close the Standard 
and Poor's 500 index was 
still down 1.2 percent for 
fhe week, ifs biggest week¬ 
ly loss in three months. 

U.S. markets will be closed 
Friday in observance of the 
Independence Day holi¬ 
day. 

The S&P 500 slipped 0.64 
points, less than 0.1 per¬ 
cent, to 2,076.78. The Dow 
Jones industrial average 
fell 27.80 points, or 0.2 per¬ 
cent, to 17,730.11. 

The Nasdaq composite fell 
3.91 points, less than 0.1 
percent, to 5,009.21. 
“We’ve got Greece, we’ve 
got China and Puerto 
Rico,” said Sean Lynch, co¬ 
head of global equity strat¬ 
egy for Wells Fargo Invest¬ 
ment Institute. “Investors 
want to take some risk off 
the table." The jobs report 
showed payrolls rose by 


223,000 in June and the un¬ 
employment rate fell to a 
seven-year low of 5.3 per¬ 
cent. But the rate declined 
mostly because many peo¬ 
ple abandoned their job 
hunts and were no longer 
counted as unemployed. 
The report also said aver¬ 
age hourly earnings rose 2 
percent, slightly lower than

American factory orders fell solid 1 percent in May

WASHINGTON (AP) — Or¬ 
ders to U.S. factories fell in 
May by the largest amount 
in three months, while a 
key category that sig¬ 
nals business investment 
plans dropped for a sec¬ 
ond month. Factory orders 
declined 1 percent in May 
from April, when orders re¬ 
treated 0.7 percent, the 
Commerce Department 
reported Thursday. Orders 


in a category that serves as 
a proxy for business invest¬ 
ment were down 0.4 per¬ 
cent. Much of the weak¬ 
ness in May reflected a big 
35.3 percent fall in demand 
for commercial aircraff. But 
even outside of the volatile 
transportation category, 
orders were up only a tiny 
0.1 percent. The lacklus¬ 
ter showing suggests that 
manufacturing is still strug¬ 
gling with challenges such 
as lower energy prices 


and a strong dollar, which 
dampens exports. 

Durable goods, items ex¬ 
pected to last at least three 
years, dropped 2.2 percent 
in May, even weaker than 
a preliminary report last 
week that had estimated a 
1.8 percent drop. Orders for 
nondurable goods edged 
up a slight 0.2 percent. 
American factories have 
struggled this year because 
a strong dollar has made 
U.S. goods more expensive 


overseas, hurting American 
exports. Falling energy pric¬ 
es have also trigged sharp 
cutbacks in investment 
spending by oil companies. 
Those factors, combined 
with an unusually harsh 
winter, sent the economy 
into reverse in the Janu- 
ary-March quarter. But 
economists are optimis¬ 
tic that economic activ¬ 
ity rebounded in the April- 
June quarter to growth of 
around 2.5 percent and 


will strengthen further in the 
second half of this year. 
They expect continued sol¬ 
id gains in employment will 
boost household incomes 
and spurstronger consumer 
spending, which accounts 
for 70 percent of economic 
activity. A separate report 
Thursday showed that the 
labor market created a sol¬ 
id 223,000 jobs in June, and 
the unemployment rate 
dropped to a seven-year 
low of 5.3 percent.Q

Intel President 
Renee James to 
leave company

Germany’s K+S 
rejects Potash 
takeover offer 

BERLIN (AP) — German- 
based salt and potash 
producer K+S AG is reject¬ 
ing a takeover offer from 
Potash Corp. of Canada, 
saying it fails to reflect the 
company’s fundamental 
value. Potash said June 
25 it had proposed take¬ 
over negotiations. K+S said 
its board and directors on 
Thursday rejected an offer 
for all its outstanding shares 
of 41 euros ($45.54) per 
share, which would value 
the company at 7.85 billion 
euros. It said in a statement 
that “the proposed trans¬ 
action does not reflect the 
fundamental value of K+S 
and is not in the best inter¬ 
est of the company.” CEO 
Norbert Steiner added that 
Potash “made no firm com¬ 
mitments to protect the in¬ 
terests” of his company’s 
more than 14,000 employ¬ 
ees. K+S shares were down 
2 percent in Frankfurt at 
37.03 euros after the com¬ 
pany’s announcement. □

Centene has jumped into 
the mix of managed-care 
companies scrambling 
fo bulk up as the health 
care overhaul chang¬ 
es their business with a 
$6.3-billion bid for fellow in¬ 
surer Health Net. 

The deal announced Thurs¬ 
day gives St. Louis-based 
Centene a chance to ex¬ 
pand in two hot growth 
areas for health insurers, 
the state- and federally- 
funded Medicaid program 
for the poor and people 
with disabilities; and the 
federally-supported Medi¬ 
care Advantage program, 
which has seen its overall 
enrollment triple over the 
past decade. 

The health care overhaul is 
expanding Medicaid cov¬ 
erage to millions as it seeks 
to provide health insur¬ 
ance for more people. This 


comes as more states are 
turning to insurers to help 
them manage their Medic¬ 
aid populations. 

Centene said the Health 
Net deal will strengthen its 
presence in the nation’s 
largest Medicaid market, 
California, and create a 
combined company with 
about 6 million Medicaid 
members, making it one of 
the largest in the country. 
“Both Centene and Health 
Net recognize that scale 
and diversification are be¬ 
coming increasingly impor¬ 
tant," Centene Chairman 
and CEO Michael Neidorff 
told analysts after the deal 
was announced. 

The acquisition also will 
build Centene’s Medi¬ 
care business in several 
western states. As the baby 
boom generation ages, in¬ 
surers are seeking to offer 
more Medicare prescrip¬ 
tion drug coverage and 


Medicare Advantage 
plans, which are privately 
run versions of the feder¬ 
ally-funded program for 
people over age 65 and 
the disabled. 

About 16.8 million people 
were enrolled in Medi¬ 
care Advantage plans as 
of March, according to 
the nonprofit Kaiser Fam¬ 
ily Foundation, which stud¬ 
ies health care issues. That 
figure grew by more than 1 
million from last year. 

“I would say the growth 
prospect of Medicare is 
the prime reason someone 
would add that member¬ 
ship on to their books," said 
Vishnu Lekraj, an analyst 
who follows the industry for 
Morningstar. 

Investors and analysts have 
been expecting huge ac¬ 
quisitions in a managed 
care sector that is look¬ 
ing to grow as it adapts to 
the health care overhaul. 


Some say the Supreme 
Court's recent decision to 
uphold a key element of 
the federal law might spark 
deals because it removes 
an element of uncertainty 
that had been hanging 
over the companies. 

On June 20, Anthem went 
public with a more than 
$47 billion cash-and-stock 
bid for Cigna, which Cigna 
rejected in a letter sent to 
Anthem the next day. 

Both the Wall Street Journal 
and Bloomberg have re¬ 
ported, citing sources they 
have not identified, that 
Aetna is pursuing the Medi¬ 
care Advantage provider 
Humana Inc., in a deal 
that would join the na¬ 
tion’s third- and fifth-largest 
health insurers. 

“The wave of consolidafion 
sweeping the (managed 
care) industry is acceler¬ 
ating as players seek to 
establish their own market 
position," Leerink analyst 
Ana Gupte said in a note 
to investors announcing 
the Centene deal. 

She added that she ex¬ 
pects the nation’s big¬ 
gest insurer, UnitedHealth 
Group Inc., to jump in with 
a competing bid for Health 
Net or possibly both com¬ 
panies. A UnitedHealth 
spokesman said his com¬ 
pany doesn't comment on 
rumors or speculation. 
Insurers see several po¬ 
tential advantages to 
combining. An acquisition 
would give them more 
customers over which to 
spread the costs of provid¬ 
ing coverage and process¬ 
ing claims, and it lets them 
diversify and expand into

Barnes & Noble names Sears CEO for retail business 


NEW YORK (AP) — Barnes 
& Noble, which is splitting 
into two companies next 
month, named Sears Can¬ 
ada CEO Ronald Boire to 
lead its retail operations 
and said company CEO 
Michael Huseby will be¬ 
come executive chair¬ 
man of its educational 
wing. 

Boire will join the company 
in September as CEO of 
Barnes & Noble Inc., over¬ 


seeing its nearly 650 stores 
and its Nook e-book busi¬ 
ness. 

Max Roberts, the CEO of 
the college textbook busi¬ 
ness, will continue in that 
role after the unit is spun 
off into the publicly traded 
Barnes & Noble Education 
Inc., which operates more 
than 720 stores at colleges 
and universities around 
the country. 

Before becoming CEO of 


Sears Canada, Boire held 
leadership positions at 
Brookstone, Toys R Us and 
Best Buy Inc. 

Barnes & Noble first said it 
would break the compa¬ 
ny apart in February, after 
scrapping plans to spin off 
its digital Nook business. 
The company has been 
grappling with falling sales 
of the Nook and e-books, 
as well as in its bookstores. 
Competition from Ama¬ 


zon.com and elsewhere 
had upended the book 
industry, much as Barnes 
& Noble did when it grew 
to a national chain. 

Barnes & Noble reported a 
10 percent drop in fourth- 
quarter revenue last week. 
Shares of Barnes & Noble, 
based in New York, rose 
27 cents to $26.01 in late 
trading Thursday. Its shares 
are up about 14 percent

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U.S. report: Polar bears in peril due to global warming

ANCHORAGE, Alaska (AP) 

— Polar bears are at risk of 
dying off if humans don’t 
reverse the trend of global 
warming, a blunt U.S. gov¬ 
ernment report filed Thurs¬ 
day said. 

“The single most important 
step for polar bear conser¬ 
vation is decisive action to 
address Arctic warming," 
the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service said in a draft re¬ 
covery plan, part of the 
process after the agency 
listed the species as threat¬ 
ened in 2008. 

“Short of action that effec¬ 
tively addresses the primary 
cause of diminishing sea 
ice, it is unlikely that polar 
bears will be recovered.” 
Halting Arctic warming will 
require a global commit¬ 
ment, said Jenifer Kohout, 
the Fish and Wildlife Ser¬ 
vice’s regional program 
manager and a co-chair 
of the polar bear recovery 


team during a teleconfer¬ 
ence Thursday. 

Greenhouse gas emissions

contribute to global warm¬ 
ing, which is reducing the 
amount of summer sea ice 


in the Arctic. Polar bears use 
sea ice for feeding, mating 
and giving birth. The Office 
of Naval Research said the 
past eight years have had 
the eight lowest amounts of 
summer sea ice on record. 
The worldwide population 
of polar bears is estimated 
to be between 20,000 and 
25,000 animals, and they 
live in five Arctic nations. 
Alaska is the only U.S. state 
with the iconic white bears. 
Authorities with the U.S. 
Geological Survey, the sci¬ 
entific division of the De¬ 
partment of Interior, this 
week outlined two scenar¬ 
ios for polar bears through 
the end of the century: one 
in which greenhouse gas 
emissions stabilize, and the 
other in which they contin¬ 
ue unabated. 

The polar bear group that 
Alaska shares with Russia 
and Norway faces the first 
threat. This group makes up 
about a third of the world’s 
population. Under either 
scenario, it could begin 


seeing global warming's ill 
effects as soon as 2025 be¬ 
cause of the dramatic loss 
of sea ice in this part of the 
Arctic. 

Other bears that make up 
population groups in Can¬ 
ada and Greenland would 
be affected about 25 years 
later. 

The recovery plan identi¬ 
fies a “suite of high-priority 
actions to be taken in the 
near- and mid-term in the 
United States that will con¬ 
tribute to the survival of 
polar bears, so they are in 
a position to recover once 
Arctic warming has been 
abated,” Kohout said. 
Those goals include bet¬ 
ter management of not 
only subsistence harvests, 
but deadly interactions 
with humans, which could 
increase as people move 
farther north in the Arctic. 
They also include protect¬ 
ing the animals’ dens from 
humans and minimizing the 
risk to polar bears from oil 
spillsO

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U.S. park loses radio frequencies 
used to track wildlife

— Researchers at Yellow¬ 
stone National Park have 
lost their license for a set of 
radio frequencies used to 
track more than 100 radio- 
collared wolves and elk. 

But park officials said Thurs¬ 


day their scientific work has 
continued with the coop¬ 
eration of the new license 
holder. 

Yellowstone biologist Doug 
Smith said new licensee 
Northwestern Energy is let¬ 
ting researchers share the 
frequencies, meaning the 
park can avoid more than 


$450,000 in estimated costs 
to restart the program. 
Restarting the program 
would have required re¬ 
searchers to capture the 
wolves and elk already 
wearing collars and re¬ 
place the devices with 
ones that operate on a dif¬ 
ferent frequency .□

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Sharks 
are serious business this 
summer, with “Sharknado”- 
style flippancy a barely 
heard echo following grisly 
attacks on beachgoers off 
the Florida, California and 
North and South Carolina 
coasts. 

Seriousness also marks the 
tone of Discovery Chan¬ 
nel’s Shark Week which, af¬ 
ter veering off course with 
programs that lopsidedly 
favored thrills over infor¬ 
mation, aims to bring the 
balance back to hard sci¬ 
ence as the annual event 
begins Sunday. 

It remains to be seen 
whether the lineup will sat¬ 
isfy critics of 2014's Shark 
Week who condemned, 
among other things, pro¬ 
grams awash in what they 
labeled “pseudoscience.” 
If skeptics remain un¬ 
swayed, it won’t be for 
Discovery's lack of effort, 
as Howard Swartz explains 
it. He's the Discovery vice 
president for documenta¬ 
ries and specials who over¬ 
saw all Shark Week con¬ 
tent, his first go at it. The 
summer staple is airing for 
the 28th time. 

“Discovery is at its best 
when it’s fulfilling our core 
brand promise, which is 
about exploration and ad¬ 
venture, science and re¬ 
search,” Swartz said. Shark 
Week has met that goal 
before, he said, but this 
year’s focus is even more 
intense and revealing. 
“Technology keeps beg¬ 
ging new questions that re¬ 
searchers are going after, 
whether it’s about behav¬ 
ior, about migration, about 
finding new shark habits 


they didn't know before," 
he said. 

“My best friend in keep¬ 
ing Shark Week new is the 
research community and 
the technology they're us¬ 
ing,” added Swartz, whose 
science-heavy TV career 
includes a stint as execu¬ 
tive producer of PBS' ac¬ 
claimed “Nova” series just 
before joining Discovery. 
That's not to say that en¬ 
tertainment and hyperbole 
are missing in action — this 
is commercial TV, after all. 
Consider “Bride of Jaws,” (9 
p.m. Tuesday, all times EDT), 
about the search for the 
largest female Great White 
yet tagged, or “Sharksan- 
ity 2” (9 p.m. Saturday, July 
11) with viewer rankings 
of Shark Week's “most in¬ 
sane bites, strikes and close 


calls," as the channel de¬ 
scribes it. 

Shark Week also acts as a 
travelogue, taking viewers 
to far-flung locations in¬ 
cluding Australia, South Af¬ 
rica, the East and West U.S. 
coasts, Cuba and the Gulf 
of Mexico. 

On a sober note, the lineup 
offers timely examinations 
of efforts to develop new 
tools to help ocean-loving 
humans and sharks coexist 
peacefully in areas cop¬ 
ing with dangerous shark 
vs human encounters. The 
shows were completed be¬ 
fore the recent spate of at¬ 
tacks. 

“I think Shark Week has 
done a great job over the 
last decades showing the 
sharks aren't mindless killing 
machines. But the reality is 


that shark attacks do hap¬ 
pen — the question is why 
they happen, what can we 
learn from them and what 
can we do to mitigate 
them from happening hap¬ 
pen,” Swartz said. 

There are several reasons 
for what shark expert Craig 
O'Connell characterizes as 
“maybe a slight increase” 
in dangerous encoun¬ 
ters. The jump in the hu¬ 
man population and more 
crowded oceans is one, he 
said, a factor also cited by 
scientists in explaining the 
attacks of the Carolinas. 
O’ConneH’s efforts to keep 
people and sharks separat¬ 
ed without harm to either 
are part of “Shark Island,” 
which concludes Shark 
Week at 8 p.m. Sunday, 
July 12. He was a preteen 


in upstate New York when 
a Shark Week program of 
two decades ago showed 
a shark entangled in a net, 
leaving him resolved to 
find fish-safe alternatives to 
beach nets and drum lines. 
He and other scientists are 
testing the use of magnets 
to repel sharks by interfer¬ 
ing with their navigation 
system, which relies on their 
unusual electrical sense, 
O’Connell said. 

There are other remarkable 
developments and discov¬ 
eries scattered throughout 
the programs. 

“Tiburones: Sharks of Cuba” 
(10 p.m. Tuesday, July 7) 
relates the joint explora¬ 
tion of the island’s waters 
by American and Cuban 
scientists, a first for Shark 
Week and organized be¬ 
fore the countries moved 
to restore diplomatic ties. 
The ocean is so pristine 
and untouched that one 
scientist compared it to the 
Bahamas of 80 years ago, 
Swartz said. 

More notable Shark Week 
footage: epaulette sharks 
on Australia’s Great Bar¬ 
rier reef using their fins as 
makeshift legs to return to 
the ocean from the rocky 
shore (“Shark Planet," 9 
p.m. Thursday, July 9) and 
footage of Mako sharks 
breaching out of the water 
in ambush attacks (“Mon¬ 
ster Mako,” 10 p.m. Sun¬ 
day, July 5). 

Shark Week kicks off at 8 
p.m. Sunday, July 5, with 
“Shark Trek," in which Mas¬ 
sachusetts’ marine fisheries 
biologist Greg Skomal tags 
Great Whites off Cape Cod 
and tracks them as they 
head out — with patterns 
pointing to the southern 
U.S. as their destination. □ 
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‘Magic Mike XXL’ outstripping 
‘Terminator’ at box office

NEW YORK (AP) — “Magic 
Mike XXL" is narrowly out¬ 
stripping “Terminator Geni- 
sys” at the holiday week¬ 
end box office. 

The Channing Tatum male- 
stripper sequel earned $9.3 
million on its opening day 
Wednesday, according to 
Warner Bros. Paramount 
Pictures said Thursday that 
its reboot of the Arnold 
Schwarzenegger sci-fi fran¬ 
chise, “Terminator Geni- 
sys,” opened with $8.9 mil¬ 
lion Wednesday. 

Both sums include about 
$2 million in Tuesday night 
showings. 

The two films are vying to 
unseat “Jurassic World” 
over the July Fourth week¬ 
end. With the holiday fall¬ 
ing on Saturday, studios 
aren’t getting the usual 
long-weekend boost. But 
“Magic Mike XXL” and 
“Terminator Genisys” both 
opened early to rope in 
more moviegoers. 

The early figures suggest 
a very close race for the 
box-office lead. But it also 
means a July Fourth week¬ 
end lacking major fireworks 
at the multiplex. Both films 
will likely make in the neigh-

Such a result is dramatical¬ 
ly better for “Magic Mike 
XXL,” which was made for 
only about $15 million. “Ter¬ 
minator Genisys," on the 
other hand, was made for 
about $155 million and ap¬ 
pears headed for disap¬ 
pointment. 

Critics have slammed 
the fifth installment in the 
franchise, which returns 
Schwarzenegger to his 
most famous role after his 
absence in 2009's “Ter¬ 
minator Salvation." But 
at its current rate, “Geni¬ 


sys" won't come close 
to matching the five-day 
opening of $65.3 million for 
“Salvation”. 

The two new wide releases 
may struggle to surpass the 
strong holdovers of “Juras¬ 
sic World” and Pixar’s “In¬ 
side Out” over the week¬ 
end. 

Still, the four movies should 
at least mean a big im¬ 
provement over last year's 
July Fourth. Last summer's 
Independence Day week¬ 
end, featuring Melissa Mc¬ 
Carthy’s “Tammy” and the 
sci-fi adventure “Earth to 
Echo,” was Hollywood’s 
worst in decades. □ 



Thicker Distracted by failing 
marriage during music case 

NEW YORK (AP) — Robin 
Thicke says the deposition for 
the “Blurred Lines” case took 
a backseat to his crumbling 
marriage, in his first interview 
since he and Pharrell lost the 
lawsuit in March. 

In an interview with The New 
York Times that was posted 
Wednesday, Thicke says he 
was “careless" during the 
deposition, which occurred 
two weeks after he separat¬ 
ed from actress Paula Pat¬ 
ton. He and Pharrell were 
later ordered to pay nearly 
$7.4 million to three of Marvin 
Gaye’s children after a jury in 
Los Angeles determined the 
performers had copied ele¬ 
ments of the R&B icon’s 1977 
hit “Got to Give It Up” for 
“Blurred Lines.” 

“I was going through personal hell at the time. And I was 
careless in the deposition,” Thicke said. “Obviously, I didn't 
give my all to the trial. It simply wasn’t as important to me 
as what was going on in my personal life. I was lost at the 
time. I had lost my way.” 

Thicke told the Times he was surprised they lost the case 
and “that’s why we're appealing. I know the difference 
between inspiration and theft. I’m constantly inspired, but 
I would never steal. And neither would Pharrell.” 

Thicke said he couldn’t elaborate when answering some 
of the reporter's questions because of the appeal. 

The 38-year-old singer-songwriter said his creative process 
hasn’t changed, despite getting his hand slapped follow¬ 
ing “Blurred Lines,” the biggest hit of 2013. 

“For me, it will not, it has not, changed my process in any 
way. But yes, many artists and writers have voiced their 
concerns to me about this,” he said. “And if the verdict 
holds up, I believe that it will have a ripple effect on the 
arts and the industry in general.”□
